Therein lies the whole story 
For this Is a unique army, a para- 
doxical army. It is one man's army, 
yet it gets more men than the Na- 
tional Guard. It is a rich man's 
army, yet in some -ways it is an ideal 
army for a poor man to join. 


The army bad its birth in Mr. A 


J. Drexel Biddle's brain. He Is a 
figure pretty well known to Ameri- 
can newspaper readers, bis evuloite 
aa an amateur boxer combined 
bis sudden determination to found 
a world-wide chain ot Bibble classes 
Itaving given material 
for much 


picturesque "copy." Less well known 
perhaps, is tbe fact th»t bis Bible 
classes have been pushed along until 
they number 150.000 members. Now 
be is pushing bis army in something 
tbe same way. 
Tbe original idea of the corps, and 


ilhe idea tbat still animates Its lead- 


Sers, simply to "show Congress that it

', BERLIN, 
May 10.—After more 


titan a century and a naif of relative 
unpopularity and 
disuse, 
except 


among the peasantry, wooden shoes J 
are (becoming the vogue with school j 
children once more, and their use is i 
being actively 
and practically en- 


couraged by school authorities. 


The reason, 
of course, is the 


scarcity and unprecedented expen- 
stveness of leather shoes which grad- 
ually hare caused people to forget 
the old-time dislike of and stigma 
attaching to wooden shoes. 
Hun- 


dreds of school children in the past 
few weeks 
have taken, either to 


leather shoes with wooden soles, or 
to the old all-wooden "pantlne." 


The first move in favor of a re- 


sumption 
of wooden 
shoes 
was 


taken by the school authorities la 
notifying teachers that they should 
countenance the use of such things 
In spite of all the noise made when 
the children 
clattered about the 


bare floors in them. 


Then the authorities of the su- 


burb of 
L/lchterfelde went a step 


farther and offered a premium of 
one mark to all children being in 
part 
or entirely 
supported 
who 


would 
wear 
wooden shoes 
with 


wooden soles for a period of four 
weeks. Those authorities who have 
charge of supporting the families of 
soldiers spent a considerable sum of 
money in tha 
purchase of several 


hundred pair* of shoes, which were 
offered to the public at prices rang- 


i ing from a little over a dollar to a 
' dollar and a half a pair. 


At first only the boys took to the 


new shoes, but gradually the girls 
too have adopted 
them, and hun- 


dreds of children of both sexes wear 
them to school daily and save their 
expensive leather shoes for Sunday 
and 
special occasions. 
Gradually 


they are winning a vogue in other 
parts of Berlin, and, of course, are 
•widely worn in the country districts. 


The history 
ot the "pantlne" or 


woedem slipper, generally 
witkout 


heels of any sort, goes back for ceo- j 
turias. Along in the early years of 
the eighteenth century an edict was, 
issued !• Prussia against tfceir use,! 
and not only were persona wbo dls-j 
obeyed punished, 
but communities 


whick permitted their use were fined 
heavily, for a Ion* time, however, 
they continued to be so popular that 
the edict bad to 
be renewed more 


than once. 


People really 
stopped 
wearing j 


them only when they became a sort! 
of bagde of poverty, and their use' 
baa never entirely 
disappeared In 


country districts wbeer they are far 
better 
protection 
than 
leather!
